Grerevspono, N. C., Nov. 7. 
To Hon. J. W. Babcock: 

DEAR SIR:—We won a complete victory 
at the polls here yesterday. We have 
elected the judicial ticket by an estimated 
majority of over 40,000, and have both 
branches of the legislature, with four Re- 
publican anc three Populist congressmen, 

A fight will have to be made tomorrow 
before the county canvassing boards. 
These boards bave judicial power to in 
vestigate the legality of every vote an‘ 
pass upon the regularity of precinct re- 
turns. It will be necessary for us to em- 
ploy lawyers of reputation and ability to 
appear before these canvassing boards in 
many of the counties of the state. We wil 
be obliged to employ Democratic lawyers 
wt good fees. 

The Democrats say they have given up 
the state, but our best information is 
that they wid appear before the boards 
tomorrow prepared to do all in their 
power. 

Chairman Babcock has already in- 
structed Halton to emply all counsel 
necessary to protect the Republican 
rights in the state.

mple Movements for Developing Phys 
ical Beauty and Strength. 

An eminent physician has said that 
if the following three simple move- 
ments are executed vigorously every 
day for twenty minutes the effect ina 
year's time will be very apparent. Be- 
fore going down to breakfast, open 
wide the window and for ten minutes 
go through the following exercises: 
First, stand perfectly straight. with 
heels together, and inflate the lungs 
with the pure morning air, drawing in 
the breath while fifteen is being 
counted and expelling in the same 
way. Repeat this eight or ten times. 
Then bring the arms forward at full 
length with the palms together and 
then. throw them vigorously back, try- 
ing to touch the backs. At first it will 
seem impossible, but after a few days’ 
practice it can be done. 

i Do this from twenty-five to fifty 
times, then raise the arms above the 
head to the utmost, with the palms 
outward, and then lean slowly for- 
ward, keeping the knees perfectly 
straight, and try to touch the m~eund 
with the fingers. This, too. reqtirea 
practice at first, but can be done after 
awhile. Then raise the arms gradually 
to the first position and repeat the 
movement twenty-five to fifty times. 
At night go through the same move- 
ments. This simple little exercise, if 
persisted in, will prove to be of incal- 
culable benefit and restore young peo- 
ple to perfect health when medicine 
has failed to bring about the desired 
result.

Cucumber Salad in Winter. 

Cucumber lovers wilkt find a way tc 
enjoy them fresh out of season by fol- 
lowing this German recipe to preserve 
them: Take as many medium-sized cu- 
cumbers as you wish and pare and slice 
them as if for salad and then salt them 
well and after leaving them in the seit 
afew hours the salt and liquid are 
squeezed out of them with a clean 
‘white cloth. Then take a quantity of 
finely-cut onions and peppercorn and 
mix-them well into the cucumber. Put 
the whole into a large stone jar and 
pour over it the best white wine vin- 
egar. and on top two inches of good 
salad oil; cover the top of the jar with 
a bladder. During the whole winter 
the cucumber remains fresh and good. 
When necessary add a little more vin- 
egar, and always leave two inches of 
oilat the top. Cucumber salad made 
from the vegetable thus prepared is 
said to be almost equal to its use in 
the fresh state. 





A Defense of Hot Bread. 

So much has been said and written 
about the unbealthiness of eating hot 
bread that its lovers will be comforted 
to know that the doctors do not all 
talk the same way abcut it. Dr. 
Troitzki, writing to a Russian inedical 
journal, says that after careful exam 
ination he has found that new and un: 
eut bread contains no nitro-organisms, 
as the heat necessary to cook the bread 
has destroyedthem all. After bread haz 
been cut and allowed to stand around 
for awhile it quickly collects bacteria, 
as it isan excellent medium fcr them 
to thrive on. Wheat bread. he thinks, 
gathers bacteria faster than rye, as the 
latter aas more acidity. Now all peo- 
ple who love hot bread can eat it with 
the comfortable feeling that, while it 
may not be quite as digestible as siule 
bread, it is free from the bacteria, 
which are making the world so uncom: 
fortable in these days. A Jittle dys 
pepsia is better than the cholera. 





Death to Insects. 

Insects may be destroyed with hot 
alum. Put it in hot water and let it 
boil until the alum is dissolved. Apply 
hot, with a brush, and all creeping 
things are instantly destroyed without 
danger to human life or injury to prop 
erty. Powdered borax and granulated 
sugar. sprinkled in places infested by 
waterbugs or roaches, will exterminate 
them.
